Tho 
Hpots \vej-o ijroduced by tyinff up the cloth 
at those parts so tightly that when tho 
haudkereblui' was dipped Into the dye tho 
Latter could not, penetrate the protected 
•»rts. When the uloth wns dyed and tho 
tylftgs loosed the wliitc spots relieved them- 
selves. 


Many attempts wcro raado in Great Brit- 


ain to imitatethioiiroductoflnclitin industry, 
jut with little RueeesH until about tho year 
IS11, when M. Kcccbllu Invented the "dis- 
chai'sc process" of b'gurlng dyed cloth. 
L'his beautiful discovery was at onco adopt 
cd l)J' Messrs. Montelth & Co., of Glasgow, 
jid so successfully worked as to proauco 
goods exceeding in beauty the famous ban- 
!auas of India. 
Several other Glasgow 


firms turned their attention to the produc- 
ion of bandanas, and tho city and its 
clghborhood has since onjoycd almost a 


monopoly of thin branch of manufacture. 


Tho cloth Intended for bandunas Is dyed 


if. a uniform color—most, commonly red or 
)!uc—and a dozen pieces aro laid ono over 
nothor and wound upon n roller. This roller 
3 placed 011 bearings behind a press cf pc-,. 
ci>llur construction. 
The press cor.alsta 


of a bed-plate mounted on hydraulic gear, 
and an upper plato or " platen." Tho print* 
lug, If we may so call it, Is done by means 
of two stout plates of Jcad, fixed to tho up- 
per nnd lower plates of tho press rospcct- 
ivsly. 
If design Is to consist of, suy,

plates have cut into them a scries of 
depressions corresponding to tho size and 
number of the spots desired. Theso bavo 
to be accurately placed, so that when the 
two plates aro brought together tho depres- 
sions of ono shall fall exactly over those ir} 
the other. All being ready, tho pressman 
takes hold of tno end of the twelve-fold web 
of cloth and lays it on tho io we r' plato; tho 
plates aro then brought together with n 
pressure of two or three hundred tons. It 
will bo noted that now the, whole body of 
tho cloth Is tightly pinched except those 
parts which come be^ivcen tho depressions 
in tho plates. Comnirnieatlng with each of 
these depressions are openings through the 
upper piate, uud channels loading thereto, 
"When tho pressure is fully on, a tap Is 
opened and a stream of bleaching liquid 
flows along tho channel? In tho upper plato 
and llnds its way by the upcrtjro to tho 
cloth, through which it passes and makes its 
exit by the opening In tho depressions In 
the lower plate. To quicken tho action of 
tho liquid and causo It '.o penetrate tbo ex- 
posed parts of the cloth thoroughly, a, forco 
pump Is employed. Ay the liquid passes 
through the cloth it, dissolves the connec- 
tion between tho tucrdant and the coloring 
matter, and carries off tho latter, leaving 
tho part it has cone into contact with pure- 
ly white. A press attended by ono man is 
j.-ap.iblo of prud'.icing seven hundred hand- 
kerchiefs per ihty. There Is no lliniD to tho 
variety of forms that may bo given to tho 
cleared spaces, and many beautiful effects 
aro produced by printing various colors 
Into these. 
The e.TVct, of the adoption of 


this process of producing bandanas was (it 
need scarcely be said) to rod aeo their cost 
enormously ami consequently brinpr taem 
Into greater extended use.
